News of the shooting spread rapidly 
and attracted thousands to the scene 
of the trouble.

It finally was de­ 
cided to have the meeting, the only 
result of which was the adoption of 
resolutions calling upon the go\ernor 
to immediately withdraw the troops. 
The outbreak was the direct result 
of the refusal of the street railway 
company to arbitrate the trouble with 
the striking men. This was announced 
after it had been stated on behalf of 
the strikers that thev were willing to 
accept arbitration.
